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Lithotomia Vejiee. _ T49 
without preſcribing his dict,or order in other 
things of that kinde, or preparing hisbody by 
purging , but preſently make inciſion upon 
him,as they finde him, | FF. 

When therefore the body ſhall be Cacochy- 
mus, as it cannot otherwiſe be, or Plethorick, 
then all hnmours will fall downe to the at- 
fetcd place, whence afterwards, Paines, Tu- 
mors, Infammations, Convulfions,and ſome» 
times Death it ſelfe enſueth. The Chirurgian 
therefore ought not to attempt this dangerous 
Operation, unlefle the body be well purged.
